After beating Irina Levitina in 
the world chesB title match 
Maya Chlburdanldze, In her 
capacity as triple title holder, 
has inaugurated a new chess 
club In the city of Volgograd 
where the match was held. Her 
colleague, triple world cham- 
pion Anatoly Karpov, who In- 
augurated quite a few such 
clubs nationwide In his time, 
sllll cannot get back to bis pub- 
lic activities, as his match vs 
Garrl Kasparov Is still In pro- 
gress In Moscow's House of 
Trade Unions. 

The duel, which started so 
precipitously (the champion 
was already leading 4—0 after 
the ninth game), Is now dragging 
Its feet, the gcois being the 
same after 18 games. 

The rivals have set a record 
or sorts in such matches, the 
history of which dates back to 
1880. By the I9ih game they 
had produced the longest series 
of draws — a total of nine — ■ 
which do not count. The longest 
series of eight draws was regi- 
stered In the 1927 match be- 


tween Alexander Alekhine and 
Jos£ Raul Capablenca. 

We took leave of our readers 
after the 17th game. The next 
(Kasparov played White) was 
new Indian defence for the 
eighth time, tl appears the rivals 
still have something up their 
respective sleeves tn this open- 
ing. True, In recent years it 
seemed the defence favoured 
White but the present op- 
ponents, especially Karpov, have 
proved that Black, loo. can make 
something real out of It. 

The defending champion pro- 
ved It exactly In the 10th game.

OPEC to cut 
production quotas 
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Geneva. An emergency meet- 
ing of the OPEC Conference in 
Geneva has adopted specific 
measures to stabilize the oil mar- 
ket and to maintain the oil pric- 
ing system. Tha delegates— 
government ministers from J3 
OPEC countries have come to a 
common agreement to cut tem- 
porarily the volume of oil pro- 
duction from 17.5 to 16 million 
barrels a day and to Bet oil pro- 
duction quotas for all the OPBC 
members. 

This concerted position Is a 
blow against the attempts made 


by the transnational corporations 
and some Western oil producing 
countries to destabilize the world 
oil markets. Taking advantage of 
the seasonal fluctuations and dis- 
proportions on the market, Nor- 
way, followed by Britain, neither 
of whom are OPEC members, 
have lowered the prices of their 
oil over the past few weeks. 
Their example has been followed 
by one OPEC member, Nigeria, 
since In lts quality the British 
and Norwegian oil Is regarded 
as a direct competitor of Nigeri- 
an crude.

GRANDCHILDREN LIVE 
LONGER THAN THEIR 
GRANDFATHERS 

Today, Bulgarians live longer 
than their ancestors, but how 
much longer? This question Is 
answered by a survey carried 
out by the Ethnography Institute 
at the Bulgarian Academy oi 
Sciences to find out the median 
life span among the Bulgarians 
over the past few centuries and 
the dependence between the 
demographic processes and the 
socio-economic conditions. 

It turns out that early In the 
19th century, the median life 1 
span on the territory which Is 
now modern Bulgaria was only 1 
31 years. A century- later ft 
reached 39 years. The tendency 
towards a longer lifp continued 
in the subsequent years.- A parr .

made In the years of the social-

New cross-country tractor DESERT LANDS BECOME FERTILE 


Specialists at the Kharkov 
tractor works have added more 
advantages to tho T-lSQk ma- 
chines. farms In ihe Ukraine and 
Byelorussia have already re- 
ceived the first hatch of indust- 
rial machines with a set of extra 
wheels and a special device for 
mounting them. 

Tests have shown that the 
tractor, reequipped wills runn- 
ing gear, Is much more efficient 
and economical than the norm- 
al-wheeled and caterpillar types 
operating on over-moistened 
and weak soils. Thanks to lesser 
specific pressure on the soil, 
they do not skid and do not 
make the upper layer of tho 
soil too dense. Apart from other 
advantages, it helps start spring 


farming earlier than usual. Tho 
high Bteadiners of the twin- 
wheeled tractors Also makes 
them suitable for work on 
slopes. Besides, they can carry 
largo tanks and combine tilting 
with liquid fertilizer and herbi- 
cides. It has been proved that 
the use of such eight-wheel 
tractors in tilling, sowing and 
feeding crops, and in other 
energy-consuming operations 
boosts productivity and consi- 
derably cuts down consumption 
of diesel fuc-l. 

Before the end of (he year 
rural machine-operators will re- 
ceive n thousand tractors with 
extra wheel sets. 


Land-improvement specialists 
In Azerbaijan (the Transcauca- 
sia) have begun implementing a 
long-term programme for pull- 
ing into use the virgin lands in 
111.- Dzhetranchel Steppe. 

Desert salines, from where 
five to six hay harvests a year 
will bo made, are now a zone 
of guaranteed harvests. A pow- 
erful pumping station sends 
water to the man-made mea- 
dows, raising It rrom the Kura 
to over a hundred-metre height. 

Nearly all crops In Azerbai- 
jan are harvested on Irrigated 
lends. Helping the farmers are 
nearly a hundred reservoirs and 
hundreds of pumping stations 
bringing to ihe fields water 
from the Araks and Kura. Since 


the beginning o| the five-year 
development plan alone, water 
consumption in fanning ha* 
more than doubled, and cotton, 
grain, vegetable and grape har- 
vests have significantly Increas- 
ed. 

A zone of guaranteed crops 
is now being created In the 
south of ihe republic, around 
the Vellshchal reservoir, the 
construction of which is In line 
with the country's Food Pro- 
gramme. Tills programme envi- 
sages Irrigating 160,000 hectares 
nr land in Azerbaijan over the 
decade. Half of them will come 
Into service In the current llve- 
yenr period (1981-1985), which 
Is nearly twice as much as over 
Ihe past five years.

Children and war. What could 
be more horrible? The Erst So- 
viet children's theatres In Lenin- 
grad and Moscow, led by Alex- 
ander Bryantsev and Natalya 
Sals respectively, were set up 
at the height of the Civil War 
as a promise of a bright luture, 
the virtues of which the thea- 
tres were to Inculcate In their 
viewers. • 

Yuri Kiselyov arrived to Sara- 
tov Id 1043. The World Wor II 
was still raging on, but he was as- 
signed the task of selling up a 
children's theatre. These were 
liungary, cold and difficult 
limes. Like many olher actors, 
Kiselyov lived right In Iho thea- 
tre house for lack of alternative 
accommodation. But they go! 
considerable assistance. Several 
actors were even recalled (ram 
the front to support the com- 
pany — and this was In 1943, 
the year when the fate of the 
greatest and moat horrible war 
tn human history was being de- 
cided. But people behoved In 
Victory and dreamed of the fu- 
ture. 

Forly years or so have elaps- 
ed since. Those who saw Kise- 
lyov's early plays now come to 
see them with their grandsons. 
Kiselyov has produced over • 
hundred plays on the stage of
